DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1. The amendment filed September 9, 2008 has been entered. Claims 9 and 10 have been 
cancelled and new claim 12 has been added. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-8, 11 and 12 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of the cited 
references disclose an electrode substrate including a lower electrode, wherein the lower 
electrode comprises a rectangular shaped gate electrode having a sawtooth-like shape on three of 
four sides as recited in independent claim 1 . The above limitations in combination with other 
claim limitations are not taught or fairly suggested by the prior art so as to yield the device of the 
instant application.
